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RAGIAL ANIMOSITY. 


City Hall Demonstration Denounced as 
‘* Unchristianlike.”’ 


Trinity was crowded to the doors last 
Rey. Frederick Harlan Pag: 


evening. 
delivered his address in the popular 
Sunday evening course, on “The De- 


plorable and Unchristian Spirit of the 
City Hall Pro-Boer Meeting.” Mr. 
Page said: 

Mr. Page said in part: 

“IT recall as I speak upon the subject 
chosen for this evening a fine old mot- 
to, which if ever there be inscribed up- 
on our church walls any other words 
than those:of holy writ, they should be 
these. It is the words of St. Ignatius: 
“Brethrén, let us learn to live accord- 
ing to Christianity.” 

“During the past week there has to 
the minds of a great many. citizens, 
been a notable infraction of. this first 
rule. There have been utterances quite 
foreign to the body and spirit of Chris- 
tianity. 

“We are not here to attack or reply 
to any one. We are here to deplore pub- 
lic utterances. which seem to be an in- 
fraction of the good old. rule already 
mentioned. I deplore that such a meet- 
ing should ibe held, We may also de- 
plore, too, that it was foreign to its 
announced purpose. When the tempo- 
rary chairman referred to Great Brit- 
ain as the most unecrupulous country 
on the face of the giobe, I deplore that 
my clerical brethren did not come to 
one of two resolves; either that when it 
came their time to speak they would 
have set matters right, or if it seemed 
ill-timed, that they should have re- 
membered that they had an engage- 
ment elsewhere, and left the gathering. 

“T also deplore that there was a min- 
ister of a Christian faith who gave ut- 
terance to sentiments that were to me 
nothing less than shocking. Ido not 
doubt that the reverend father 
spoke out of sincerity and convictions, 
but it seems strange that two weeks 
after the Christmas bells rang out tid- 
ings of peace and good will towards 
men that there should be given utter- 
ance to this sentiment: 

“Tt is no matter of surprise that we 
hate England with a hatred that has no 
limit.’ I do not believe that Christian 
minister represents the sentiments of 
the great branch of the Christian 
church of which he is a member. 

“I doubt very much if all persons of 
that faith subscribe to sucn a doctrine. 

“The Boers are Protestants. It is in 
their law that no Roman Catholie can 
hold office. They are descendants from 
the old Huguenot stock. In all their 
traditions they represent that decree 
which drove Protestants all over the 
globe and landed 300 of then on the 
cape. Considering this prejudice it is 
reasonable to ask whether it was a pro- 
Boer or an anti-British meeting? 

“We deplore that the mayor of our 
eity on his first public appearance did 
not take advantage of the fine opportu- 
nity afforded him to rise to the dignity 
of his office and say: “I am chief mag- 
istrate of the whole city and there are 
thousands of citizens to whom the pur- 
poses of this meeting are obnoxious.” 
This raises the question, if there was 
another meeting to answer, which I 
hope there will not be, would the mayor 
preside? We have a right to deplore it 
greatly in the hope that it may never 
oecur again. What we must most de- 
plore however, is the raising of race 
hatred: in any American gathering. It 
is © menace to the moral health of any 
city. I like to think of Lawrence as a 
typical American city. Nothing has 
pleased me more than to see the good 
will expressed here among all people. 
It is too bad that we should have rais- 


ed racial hatred. With all our national- | so that his progress was merely a se-

“Regarding the merits-of--the case it

tions says that one is all right and the 
other is all wrong. I have maintained 
that the war was unnecessary, that it 
was deplorable that two such nations 
—two Protestant nations—should enter 
upon such a conflict. I believe that 
Great Britain should have been more 
patient. There is very much to be said 
on both sides, matters of treaty and 
other things which I will not enter in- 
to, but there are some things that have 
escaped the minds of many. We all 
agree that the Boers have a right to 
their country just as much as the peo- 
ple of Mexico have a right to theirs; 
but there are nevertheless, great indict- 
ments to bring against Boer civilzation. 
I do not believe in the kind of Protest- 
ant civilization which prevents the man 
of any faith from holding office. Boer 
civilization has not changed in two cen- 
turies; it is out of joint with the times. 

“The Boers have stood in the path 
of progress marked out by the Al- 
mighty for the human race. The people 
of today are no smarter than those of 
two centuries ago. Our reat inventors 
of today are possible because God has 
opened nature's storehouses to our. vi- 
sion. 

“Those gold mines have been in South 
Africa for ages. Why were they 
brought to light? It was God's work. 
The world is better off for gold having 
been discovered. In preventing the min- 
ing of gold that nation has stood in the 
Way of God's province. - 

“The Boers are to be indicted for ex- 
clusiveness. They seem to believe that

| “The Boers must be indicted for their 


religious intolerance; for their 
refusal to open their gold fields to the 
world; for their denial of the brother- 
hood of man, It is plain that Boer civili- 
zation cannot exist in the closing year 
of the 19th century. 

“It is to be regretted that England 
could not wait; that she could not wait 
until the telephone, the telegraph and 
ihe railway had accomplished their 
peaceful mission, but when any man 
brings racial hatred into such a mo- 


mentous question, we enter a solemn 
protest and deplore the inclination 
to falsify the grani old motto which 


counsels us to try and live according 
to Christianity.” 

Rev. Mr. Page stated in closing that 
it was sometimes allowable for one to 
announce a text at the close, rather 
than at the beginning of a_ discourse,. 
and he would therefore submit, as ex- 
pressing the spirit of the evening, the 
words of Paul in’Gal. 6:1: ‘Brethren, 
if a man be overtaken in a fault, ye 
which are spiritual, restore such an one 
in the spirit of meekness, considering 
thyself, lest thou also be tempted.”

BOSTON, Mass., Jan. 17—For the last 
24 hours Representative Buswell of Me- 
thuem has been one of the richest men 
in the Commonwealth. He had his 
hands on more than $30,000,000 in cold 
cash yesterday and for once at any rate 
was a millionaire. 

It was the annual canvass of the sta‘e 
securities in the treasury of the Com- 
monwealth, and in addition it was an 
event witnessing the passing of the oli 
treasurer E, P. Shaw ani the advent 
of a new one, E. 8. Bradford of Spring- 
field. 

The Ways and Means committe al- 
ways counts these securities when a 
new treasurer comes in, to see that the 
old one did-not carry away any gold 
in his pockets. Mr. Buswell is one of 
the members, of this committee and he 
had his hands full all day. It seems 
a simple task to count $32,000,000 in mo- 


ney, when the bonds and other securi- | 


ties are all in large denominations, But 
it is not so. It is a job which no man 
aches to get after he has been at it 
once. There are certificates of deposit 
in national banks to the tune of $7,500,- 
000 approximately, sinking fund securi- 
ties, cash in the treasury and bonds to 
the extent of many millions more.

It is surmised that the same diffi- 
culties would follow the state if it at- 
tempted to do any such insurance as 
is contemplated in the bill of Mr. Mur- 
phy. In the end the honest man would 
pay a large share of the fire’ insur- 
ance premiums and he would be lucky 
if he got it as cheaply then as he does 
now, These are only a hint of what the 
commissioner considers good reasons 
why the scheme should not succeed, 
But the committee on insurance wll 
give Mr. Murphy a chance to present 
his bill and he has some strong conclu- 
sions at which he has arrived with 
which he will support the measure, Of 
course there is little chance that the 
bill will carry, but there is no harm in 
the attempt. 

Mr. Daly has brought in a bill to pro- 
hibit the sale of soft drinks, soda, ci- 
gars, tobacco, confectionery and news- 
papers between the hours of 6 a. m., 
and 10 p. m, Sunday except by such 
persons as believe in the observance of 
the seventh day as Sunday.

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¢Washington Letter. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. .10—The 
first week of the new year saw the re- 
convening of the first session of the 
56th Congress after customary holiday 
recess. The Senate immediately started 
in on the financial debate on the pend- 
ing bill looking to the inauguration of 
certain methods of reform in our finan- 
cial scheme, while the House began a 
very dull and listless session. 

The two Massachusetts senators were 


in their places, neither one of - them 
having returned home for Christmas 


and New Years. In the House delega- 
tion, several of our members were not 
in attendance, having overstayei the 
holiday recess in order to panticipate 
in the exercises in connection with the 
installation of Gov. Crane, the first man: 
from Western Massachusetts to serve 
as the State’s chief executive since the 
days of that peer of Nature’s noblemen 
George D. Robinson. 


This was particularly true of Hon. 
George P. Lawrence, M. C., represent- 
ing the first district, and Hon. George 
W. Weymouth, M. C., representing the 
fourth, district. Mr. Lawrence who had 
the honor of placing his personal friend, 
Murray Crane, in nomination at the 
Republican state convention which b 
its action, put his namé upon the. bal- 
lot as the Republican candidate for gov 
ernor, and, therefore, made it possible 
for him to be elected govérnor of Mas- 
sachusetts, was Very desirous of seeing 
Gov. Crane assume office for the Judge’s 
friends certainly have a fond hope that 
‘some time he may assume _ similar 
functions, and they wish him to. be 
thoroughly informed as to its details. 
After Mr, Crane had passed off the 
stage as the favorite son of the Repub- 
lican party in Western Massachusetts, 
it is not at all unlikely, in the opinion 
of Congressman Lawrence’s associates, 
in Washington, that that mantle will 
fall upon the shoulders of the man 
whose laugh has now become as well 
known in the National capitol as it al- 
ways has been among the Berkshires 
and on Beacon Hill. 


It is no secret that Mr. Lawrence will 
be a candidate for lieutenant-governor 
when Mr. Crane retires. The latter 
event naturally means the promotion 
of John L. Bates to the head of the 
ticket, following the custom in vogue 
in Massachusetts Republican circles, 
and as he comes from Boston, in the 
eastern part of the state, the geo- 
graphical argument for the second 
place will ‘be with the western section 
of the Commonwealth, and Judge Law- 
rence, being in line, having served sev- 
eral terms in the National House of 
Representatives, as well as in the Mas- 
sachusetts Legislature, will find that 
his friends are enthusiastically in favor 
of his lieutenant-governorship candi- 
dacy. : 

There are not a few Massachusetts 
Republicans in Washington who have 
already pictured in their mind’s eye the 
typographical beauty of a ticket read- 
ing “Bates and Lawrence.” Those who 
are superstitiously inclined have ob- 
served that there are 13 letters in the 
combination, but even that supposed 
misnomer will not deter Judge Law- 
rence’s friends from energetic work in 
behalf of their man. 

The late Gov. Robinson's case will be 
cited as a precedent for Congressman 
Lawrence’s advancement He served in 
Congress previous to his being nomina- 
ted for Neutenant-governor, and sub- 
sequently, for governor. The same is 
true of John D. Long, now the secre- 
tary of the navy, and other distinguish- 
ei Republicans who have thus ‘heen 
honored in being elevated to the high- 
est office within the gift of the people 
of Massachusetts. Precedent being a 
most unwritten law in the Republican 
party in Massachusetts, the Judge’s 
friends are sanguine. In the meantime 
he will be a candidate for renomination 
to Congress and_round out his very use- 
ful service to his constituents, which 
he will undoubte7ly bring to a conclu-. 
sion in a blaze of color in the shape of 
adeauate improvements for the Con- 
necticut river. 

As to Governor Crane’s political fu- 
ture, I have heard him mentioned 
about the clubs and hotels here as Sen- 
ator Hoar’s successor, in case the latter 
declines a re-election in 1901. 

The other Massachusetts members to 
return home for the holidays were Mes- 
srs Moody of Haverhill, one of the 
brightest men ever sent to Congress by 
Massachusetts or any other state, Knox 
of Lawrence, conservative and thorougn 
in his devotion. to his constituents; and 
Roberts of Chelsea, a new man succeed- 
ing Mr. Barrett, but whose previous ex- 
perience in legislative matters in the 
Great and General Court of Massachu- 
setts is serving him in good stead here. 
All have returned to Washington and 
the delegation in both Senate and the 
House, is now intact and .intent on 
guarding the national interests of the 
Commonwealth. 


The President has this week taken 
up the Gordian knot of the Sampson- 
Schley controversy, which. goes te the 
very heart of the credit due at the bat- 
le of Santiago, the merits ani demerits 
of which have made modern Montagues 
and Capulets, the feeling among whom 
has been and is almost as bitter as in 
the earlier days of Romeo and Juliet. 

These differences, naturally, reflected 
their ugly forms in the Washington 
mirrors of official circles, as it is here 
that a settlement must be made in 6r- 
der that history may be governed ac- 
cordingly. True, the people may not 
accept history’s verdict as correct, but 
nevertheless, a verdict must be ren- 
dered in this manner. 

Mr. McKinley heard all sides. The 
Maryland friends of Schley poured into 
one ear; the official clique which seems 
to be supporting the Sampson conten- 
tion poured into the other. The Presi- 
dent listened and listened. Then he in- 
augurated a movement of his own in 
the premises. He summoned all the 
captains of the North Atlantic squa‘4- 
ron who participated in ,the engage- 
ment of July 3, 1898, and heard this 
story. Again he listened and listened.

which that vessel made at the begin- 
ning of the American sortie which end- 
ed so disastrously to Cervera’s com- 
mand, was made on his (Cook’s) own 
order, In other words, this loop, which 
has, up to this. time, bef ascribed to 
Schley’s direction, was made without 
Schley’s primary knowledge, although 
he assented to its desirability after- 
wards. However this phase of the case 
is immaterial in deciding the real point 
at issue ‘between Sampson and Schley 
adherents, which is to whom the credit 
really belongs for the complete obliter- 
ation of the Spanish fleet, 

After the revelation of Capt. Cook, 
the interview continued. The President 
still listened and listened. He did not 
drop the slightest hint as to when he 
proposed. to bring a solution of the en- 
tangled skein. What he will do in all 
probability. is this. It is denied in some 
quarters, I know, and yet I hear, from 
sources which have seldom proven yn-

previous to its being merged into Samp- 
son’s command, was known as the Fly- 
ing Squadron ani which rendezvoused 
at Hampton Roads. 

This, of course, if pursued, would 
please both Sampson and Schley parti- 
sans, and all their reasonable advisers. 
Dewey is admiral and head of the navy 
in, honor of Manila Bay, and by this 
procedure, Sampson and Schley, the he- 
roes of Santiago, being charitable to 
both, would rank next as vice admirals. 
This would ‘be fair to all, acceptable 
to interests which now conflict, would 
result in speedily ‘bestowing the re- 
wards due the other American officers 
and men engaged in ‘the July 8rd fight, 
which have been withheld on account 
of this unhappy rivalry over the princi- 
pal actors concenned, rid the personnel 
of the navy of-what has been well nigh 
a scandal of jealousy, and prove, per- 
haps, the most satisfactory solution, 
under all the circumstances, of a prob- 
lem which at one time threatened even 
to cloud the Presidential horizon. 

Schley’s friends have been a trifle in- 
discreet in the premises, but that great 
balsam for the soothing of all army and 
navy rivalries ,of which this is a typical 
illustration, American diplomacy. has 
again proven its efficacy, and the Pres- 
ident’s plan is regarded as for the best. 

The two Boston banks, the Broadway 
and the Globe,-which suffered embar- 
rassment in the recent financial flurry 
on State street, are receiving consider~- 
able attention in Washington by Comp- 
troller-ef the Currency. Dawes, who ex- 
pects to make a definite statement con- 
cerning them both within a compare- 
tively short space of time. 

The Broadway, now in the hands of 
a temporary receiver, wilk doubtless, 
have to suspend permanently, although 
future developments may show ‘that 
euch a course is not necessary. The 
great bone of contention-is-just where 
the title to $200,000 of pork is vested, 
whether in the bank itself, which ‘heid 
it as collateral, or with the Squire's 
concern, which put !t up, and whose 
troubles really brought the crash at the 
banking institution. The probability is 
that this will have to be decided in liti- 
gation as neither side will give up the 
pork unless a court so orders, This 
means an indefinite delay in adjusting 
the bank’s affairs, and Mr. Dawes will 
doubtless feel, in justice to all, that he 
cannot wait for courts to act, they be- 
ing slow and methodical. Col. George 
W. Moses of the First Ward Bank of 
East Boston will probably be selected 
to wind up the affairs of the Broadway 
bank, if such a procedure is found un- 
avoidable. 


The arrival of Ex-President Cole of 
the Globe bank in Boston has aroused 
a new interest in his case. The two 
words in the law upon which a great 
deal depends in the premises, I under- 
stand, are “wilful misapplication.” This 
is practically the whole of the govern- 
ment’s case, and the outcome of the ju- 
dicial findings are awaited with consid- 
erable concern here. 

Government officials who watched 
the progress of the Maverick Bank dis- 
aster a few years ago are casting their 
eyes Bostonward again to see in what 
respect the present tangle of the Globe 
will differ. 

Congressman Moody, one of the best 
criminal lawyers in Massachusetts, 
will defend Cole. His fellow townsman, 
Boyd Jones of Haverhill will represent 
the government. It is queer that in such 
an important Boston case two members 
of the Essex county bar should appear 
as the leading lawyers for the contest- 
ants involvel, But then the saying is 
that Boston, although a large city, Is 
not overstocked with A. No. 1 criminal 
lawyers, with the exception of Mel. Ad- 
ams and one or two others. 


The Polygamist Roberts case drags 
terribly. The moral effect which would 
have followed his immediate expulsion 
has been lost. He will eventually be 
turned away, but the public is evidently 
rapi*ly. losing its interest. It has ceased 
to be a novelty. Men with more than 
one wife ‘are not so few as appears on 
the surface, despite the general belief 
to the contrary, as Roberts says. His 
friends claim they can put their finger 


on many instances of this kind, and | 


that the only difference between his 
case an’ those of the others they can 
c'te, is that he lives a polygamous life 
openly and as part of his religion, wa le 
the’ others do so quasi-secretly and 
against their true religious tenets. 

Meanime the comm'ttee ‘hearine the 
Roberts case has to listen to evidence 
of a d'stineuished character about the 
encial condition of Utah. However af- 
ter these hearings are close? a report 
acainst him will be put in and he will 
he refnsed his place. As the Rible says. 
“and they hissed him out of his place.” 
Still there is a feeling ramnant that he 
chould have been nermitted to have ta- 
ken the oath of office and then prima- 
rilv housted, other than treated in the 
manner that he has been. which pre- 
verted him from even taking the offi- 
cial oath on the prima facie right which 
ho un@oubtedly had to do in that he 
had a pronerly attested credential from 
the Governor of Utah.

mistaken. Tne women haven't changed 
their. principles. ‘Iney have chang?2u 
only, the color of taeir hair. The 


Vvaryfng shades of auburn and chestnut 
are the thing, and the bleacned are be- 
coming the dyed, On the whole, it is 
rather an improvement. Titian red, ar- 
tistically ‘concocted, isn’t so agressive 
as golden blonde. Then; too, it doesn’t 
quarrel so loudly with complexions 
never intended, by nature, to consort 
with golden tresses; and it doesn’t 
show. the same ind.screet tendency to 
turn olive green with age, which mark- 
ed the blondine’s ‘hair. Of course, it is 
a nuisance for those.who were blonae 
to go in for auburn; but, afterall, they 
are better off than the brunette who 
must jump to Tihian glory without any 
intermediary stage. Dark hair must 
be bleached before it can be colored 
auburn; so the artificial blonde are 
already half way along the road. That 
is the reward for having kept up with 
the procession in the past. 

The blondes who are not affecting 
red hair are lapsing back to brunette. 
Some of them do it by the natural pro-

excuse for that state of things unless 
one’s, purse. is at a low ebb, The thing 
to do if one’s ‘blondness is artificial 
and one wants‘to return to dark. hair, 
is to go to a first-class hairdresser and 
have him dye the bleached locks back 
to the original color. The new growth 
of hair next to the head will naturally 
come in dark; and.in the course of time, 
the dyed hair can be clipped away, 
inch by inch, giving place to the genu- 
ine article. 

The auburn_hair, like the blonde, re- 
quires constant encouragement. The 
color is fairly permanent; but the new 
growth of the roots of the hair should 
be treated with the red dye, at least 
once a month, and, preferably, once 
every two weeks. Some women try to 
attend to that phase of \the dyeing for 
themselves, but the results are usually 
disastrous, both to the hair and tthe 
scalp, and it is far wiser to entrust the 
eare of artificially colored hair to an 
expert coeffeur. Bleaching and coloring 
unquestionably .do affect the quality 
and vitality of the hair. The hairdress- 
ers acknowledge that, but insist that 
the damage is very slight, if the work 
is done scientifically and only the best 
preparations used. 

“Bungling, hasty and cheap work 
will ruin any hair,” said a New York 
hairdresser, ‘“‘but hair can be dyed so 
that the life and gloss will remain in 
it. It is very hard to accomplish that 
result in the tase of bleaching, but that, 
too, can be done by patience and skill, 
The red hair, so popular just now, 
is hard to obtain in just the right 
shade, but usually has a beautiful gloss 
and sheen. We have comparatively 
few calls for complete coloring of the 
hair, save from the theatrical people— 
not nearly sO many as we had five or 
ten years ago; but it would surprise 
you to know how many charming wo- 
men come to us to have the first gray 
hairs colored. It is easy to do that with 
out injuring the hair in the least, and 
without any possibility of the dye being 
noticeable. 

For some reason or other—possibly 
general nerve condition, or perhaps too 
frequent shampooing, prematurely gray 
hair is becoming more common each 
year. Women hate it even the most sen- 
sible of them; and I don’t blame them. 
One very prominent club woman in the 
city who is a model of intelligence and 
strong-mindedness has a_ perfectly 
white lock right in the middle of her. 
pompadour and comes here every two 
weeks to have it doctored. That’s a 
proof of her intelligence, I say. What's 
the use of looking like a freak when one 
can avoid it? One amdsing thing in 
our business is the number of nice old 
ladies who come in with a guilty air 
and ask whether there is any way of 
making streaked gray hair uniform 
gray or white. It can be done, but I do 
not undertake it. It is a dangerous 
process because of the very strong appli 
cations necessary; and there have been 
a good many cases of brain trouble re- 
sulting from the treatment. I_do not 
care to take the chances, but it Ts easy 
to find hairdressers who are less scru- 
pjulous and who wiil not explain the 
danger to a patron, 

Evidently the women are not growing 
in grace and wisdom so far as hair dye 
is concerned, but men have reformed. 
The proprietor of a downtown barber 
shop popular with Wall street men, la- 
mented the glory that has departed. “It 
is a funny thing,” the said to a Sun re- 
porter “how tastes change. Now, when 
I started in down here we spent some 
time dyeing hair and beards and mus- 
taches than we did in shaving and hair 
cutting. No man under sixty was will- 
ing to admit that he was getting gray, 
but now they like it. Once in a while 
we get a chance at a faded mustache 
and dye it; but, if a young fellow be- 
gins to have gray locks over his temples 
he is as pleased as Punch and coddles 
them as if his life depended on them— 
wants his hair combed so they‘ll show— 
says gray hair with a young face and 
dark mustaches make a man look distin 
guished. Well, there’s no accounting 
for tastes, but as long as I'm in the 
hair business my hair and mustache 
will be a glossv black.See?

Instances without number are print- 
ei wherein prominent educators, law- 
makers and others are formally picked 
up—in language if not in physique— 
and presented to walking sticks under 
the designation of canes. In ninety 
out of a hundred cases of this kind the 
recipient is made the subject instead 
of the object of the sentence, This is 
inconvenient for the men who are be- 
stowing attentions on a corpulent per- 
son.

An- 
dover is not free from some of these 
estimable citizens, and their constant 
watchfulness has often been valuable 
in “holding in” useless extravagance. 
But there are times when they err in 
their appeals for economy. — Certainly 
they always err when they oppose a 
generous treatment, at any and all 
times, of the two principal town ex- 
penses—schools and highways. The 
two foot up about one half of the town’s 
iax levy.

If improvement, progress, 
and honest expenditure mark ‘the in- 
creased tax levy each year, our citizens 
need not fear for the future of the 
town, May the finance committee | 
help to make sure these three very de- 
sirable ends in town government.

Picture Play by Albert Armstrong in

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~ SYMPATHY FOR BRITISH, 


Andover Burns Club Discusses 
yVransvaal and Passes Resolutions. 


the 


Last Saturday evening at the regular 
neeting of the Burns Club, a very ex- 
jaustive and instructive paper on the 
lransvaal, was read by David Stephen, 
one of the members. - Mr. Stephen began 
with the first settling of the Dutch in 
52, and sketched in historical sequence 
the events in South Africa, up to the 
present day. While showing that the 
+hief desire of the Dutch was not to es- 
cape alleged British oppression, but to 
indulge more openly and unrestrictedly 
1 slave trade, he also pointed out that 
‘here had been many errors of judgment 
on the part of the British officials at 
jome, andin South Africa, in dealing 
with the rebellious Boers. | Yet but for 
‘he British the Boers would have been 
completely annihilated by the Zulus and 
other African tribes in 1877, and the an- 
yexation of the Transvaal by Britain, at 
‘lat time, was perfectly justifiable. ‘The 
veace loving policy of the Hon. W. E. 
Gladstone gave the Boers semi-indepen- 
dence in 1881, but it also.in a great de- 
-yee made the.present war possible. 

Mr. Stephen also spoke of the great 
iviendliness of the Orange Free State 
-o Britain, during the administration of 
sir John Brandt, who was. president for 
»5 years and was knighted by the Queen. 
llad Sir John been president today, 
‘ere would have been no treaty with 
he Boers, nor would the Free States 
bein arms against the British. Mr. 
Stephen thought that the Uitlanders 
or foreigners were entitled to represent- 
ation and freedom of speech. 

At the-élose, several of the members 
spoke on the question and their sym- 
pathy’ was with the British. David 
Lesiie believed that the struggle going 
on in South Africa was not for the pos- 
session of gold mines nor yet for lands 
but whether the Duteh or British was 
to be the supreme power, and he be- 
lieved that the British supremacy was 
tar preferable to the Dutch, or at least 
the Boer. John Saunders also upheld 
the British side, as did Messrs Jas. B. 
Anderson and Alex Dickson. 

Mr. Saunders said that it was a matter 
of great surprise to him when he read 
an account of a gathering in a neighbor- 
ing city, to see a minister of the gospel 
likening the present struggle of the 
Boers to that of the Colonists in 1775-81. 
Ile could see no parallel whatever. ‘The 
Colonists fought against taxation with- 
out representation, and fought justly 
too. ‘Taxation was imposed by George 
III, a king of Dutch stock. ‘Today the 
British are fighting the Boers, (of Dutch 
stock also) because the latter want. to 
tax without giving the taxed, represent- 
ation. How then a man of education 
can find a likeness in the Boers and the 
Colonists is astonishing. 

The following resolution proposed by 
(George A, Christie and seconded by Jas. 
B. Anderson, was carried unanimously: 

Resolved, “That as American citi- 
zens and members of the Andover 

Burns Club, we place ourselves on 

record as sympathizing with the 

British in their struggle to give lib- 

erty, equality, freedom of speech and 

press, and the franchise to all nat- 
jonalities in South Africa.”

Twice a year, in January and June, 
examinations are held at the State 
House in Boston, open to all medical 
students, who desire to secure an ap- 
pointment in this institution, and “two 
students are chosen from among those 
who succeed in passing the examination. 
This year, the candidates_numbered two 
score or more, and to Melvin P. Burn- 
ham of this place, came the honor of se- 
curing one of the vacancies, while to a 
Dartmouth student was given the other. 

Mr. Burnham is a graduate of Phillips 
Academy, class of 6, and will graduate 
from the Harvard Medical school next 
June. <A peculiar credit is attached to 
his suecess from the fact that he will 
not reach his twenty-first birthday until 
March of this year. 

There are nearly 1400 inmates at the 
state alms house and to care, for them 
necessitates four resident physicians 
and about ten or twelve assistant doc- 
tors, with a large corps of nurses. A 
varied and extensive experience is ob- 
tained by” those here employed, and 
the places are much sought after. 
Each assistant is allowed his living ex- 
penses but no salary. He has one hour 
a day, one afternoon a week, and every 
other Sunday off from duty. Dances or 
entertainments of some nature or other 
are held each week for the amusement 
of the employees, so that ,the monotony 
is somewhat relieved. 

Mr. Burnham began his duties last 
Monday and his Andover friends, of 
whom he las many will all wish “the 
little doctor” as he has been called fre- 
quently by the patients with whom he 
has come in contact in Boston, a con- 
tinued success in his chosen profession.

CHARLES R. AYER DEAD. 


Charles R. Ayer, messenger al 
state house, Boston, and a well known 
citizen of this part of the state, died at 
his home on High street, Methuen, 
about 9.30 o'clock this morning after an 
illness which had confined him to the 
house for about a week, aged 63 years, 

Mr. Ayer had been in Il] health during 
the larger part of last year and much of 
the time was unable to attend to his 
duties in Boston, but he had been re- 
stored to his usual health it was 
thought and at the opening of the 
présent legislature, Jan. 4th last, he 
was in his accustomed place. On that 
day however, he.contracted a _ severe 
cold which resulted in an affection of 
the lungs which caused his death. 

Mr. Ayer was born in Hampstead, N. 
H., in 1837. He removed to Methuen 
quite early in life and had since made 
his residence here, July 5, 1861, he en- 
listed in Co. B, 14th Massachusetts Vol- 
unteers, which company was after- 
wards merged in the First Massachu- 
setts Heavy Artillery and he served his 
country , faithfully and well, 
wounded in the battle of Spottsylvania, 
"May 19, 1863, and receiving an honor- 
able discharge, July 8, 1864, after threé 
years service, at which time he was a 
sergeant. 

He returned to Methuen where he 
conducted a box manufacturing busi- 
ness for a number of years, later being 
engaged as manager in the same line of 
business for S. H. Harris, and still later 
for E. P. Morse. He was appo‘nted a 
messenger at the state iouse-by Ser- 
geant-at-arms Captain “Jack” Adams 
some 12 or 14 years ago and had contin- 
uously held the position since. He wa3 
popular with a large circle of friends 
not only at home, but in every portion 
of the state and his genial presence and 
greeting will be sadly missed by all, 
but by none more than his associates at 
the state house, 

He joined Col. William B. Green2 
post, 100, G. A. R., of Methuen, April 2, 
1886, and always retained his member- 
ship. He was also a member of Hope 
lodge, 34, I. O. O. F., of Methuen and of 
the Essex Republican club. He leaves 
a widow who will have the heartfelt 
sympathy of many friends in the loss 
of a devoted husband. 

Funeral services will be held. Thurs- 
day afternoon at 2 o’clock from his late 
residence, 44 High street, Methuen, and 
will be in charge of Hope lodge of Oda 
Fellows, Interment will probably be in 
Walnut Grove cemetery.

JUDGE STONE. 


Jan. 15—Judge Andrew 
, Stone of the Lawrence Police court 
Wants an increase in salary. In the 


House today your Representative A. N. 
Frost put in a petition signed ‘by sev- 
eral of the leading citizens of the city 
asking that it be increasei from $2200 
to $2750, a jump of $550. . 

The leader in this movement is Law- 
yer Charles A.-DeCourcy, and when the 
matter gets to the committee on public 
service Mr. DeCourcy will probably ap- 
pear as the advocate of the matter. It 
is claimed for Judge Stone that the sal- 
ary he is now receiving is not commen- 
surate with his large abilities and the 
volume of business which goes through 
the court's hands, 

Springfield is instanced as a city 
where the business is less and the sal- 
ary greater. There are several other 
cities where, according to. the friends 
of Judge Stone there is less volume of 
business and a larger salary. 

This year undoubtedly has been a 
large year for the Lawrence court, in- 
asmuch as Lowell has been a “dry” city 
and the Lawrence court records bear 
eloquent witness to that fact, and to 
the wandering disposition of thirsty 
people. It is also said that a good many 
cases come into the court from Methu- 
en and North Andover and Andover. 

It is uncertain what will becomé of 
this petition. For the last few years the 
Great and General court with a steel 
pointed determination has insisted that 
salaries should remain where they are 
until a gefieral levelling and raising has 
been gone into on a systematic plan. 
But thus far no move has been made 
for such a revision of the salary list 
of the Commonwealth. Under the era of 
economy declared for by Gov. Crane in 
his inaugural, it is doubtful if many 
salaries will be raised unless the most 
convincing reasons and plenty even of 
those, are furnished for it. 

All petitions for salary increases go to 
the committee on the Public Service. 
That committee is made up in ‘both 
branches with a view tokeeping salaries 
down. Last year and the year before 
Senator Samuel W. George of Haver- 
hill was chairman of this committee. 
The committee just shut its teeth, op- 
ened its: ears, and swore not to in- 
crease salaries. It heard all there was 
to ‘be said in favor of salary increases 
and smiled blandly, ‘but nothing ever 
came of the petitions. They got back 
into the House or Senate with the dis- 
couraging legend penned upon’ them, 
“Leave to Withdraw.” 

It is true that half a dozen salaries 
have been increased.in the last few 
years, so far as the small courts are 
concerned. But there were specia! rea- 
sons why they should be, or else they 
would never have got .through.- Such 
cases were where the court was given 
jurisdiction over additional _ territory, 
or something of that kind, where the 
reasons .Were’ unaswerable for. an in- 
crease. 

It is to be said to the credit of Law- 
rence delegates that not of them is mix- 
ed up in the absurd eriticism and sulk- 
ing of members who have not been en- 
tirely pleased with their committee as- 
signments. There is no such criticism in 
the Senate, and there is very little rea- 
son for itein the House, unless a man 
is authorized to kick, even though. he 
gets a good committee, just because 
tha committee does not nappen to 
be the one he wanted. There are 240 
members of the House when all the dis- 
tricts are represented, and only about 
100 to 150 of the gilt edged committee 
assignments. It follows, of course, that 
100 men or so, do not get as good places 
as they would like. But for a man to 
make an ass of himself because he was 
not recognized as a man of unusual 
parts, seems the height of absurdity.

CHARLES R, AYER DEAD. 


Charles R. Ayer, messenger al 
state house, Boston, and a well known 
citizen of ‘this part of the state, died at 
his home on High street, Methuen, 
about 9.30 o’clock this morning after an 
illness which had confined him to the 
house for about a‘week, aged 63 years. 

Mr. Ayer had been in ill health during 
the larger part of last year and much of 
the time was unable to attend to his 
duties in Boston, but he had been re- 
stored to his usual health it was 
thought and at the opening of the 
present legislature, Jan. 4th last, he 
was in his accustomed place. On that 
day however, he contracted a_ severe 
cold which resulted in an affection of 
the lungs which caused his death. 

Mr. Ayer was born in Hampstead, N. 
H., in 1837. He removed to Methuen 
quite early in life and had since made 
his residence here. July 5, 1861, he.en- 
listed in Co. B, 14th Massachusetts Vol- 
unteers, which company was. after- 
wards merged-in the First Massachu- 
setts Heavy Artillery and he served his 
country faithfully and well, be'ng 
wounded in the battle of Spottsylvania, 
May 19, 1863, and receiving an honor- 
able discharge, July 8, 1864, after three 
years service, at which time he was a 
sergeant. 

He returned to Methuen where he 
conducted a box manufacturing’ busi- 
ness for a number of years, later being 
engaged as manager in the same line of 
business for S. H. Harris, and still later 
for E. P. Morse. He was appo'nted a 
messenger at the state house by Ser- 
geant-at-arms Captain ‘‘Jack’’ Adams 
some 12 or 14 years ago and had contin- 
uously held the position since. He wa3 
popular with a large circle of friends 
not only at home, but in every portion 
of the state and his genial presence and 
greeting will be sadly missed by all, 
but by none more than his associates at 
the state house. 

He joined Col. William B. Green2 
post, 100, G. A. R., of Methuen, April 2, 
1886, and always retained his member- 
ship. He was also a member of Hope 
lodge, 34, I. O. O. F., of Methuen and of 
the Essex Republican club. He leaves 
a widow who will have the heartfelt 
sympathy of many friends in the loss 
of a devoted husband. 

Funeral services will be held Thurs- 
day afternoon at 2 o'clock from his late 
residence, 44 High street, Methuen, and 
will be in charge of Hope lodge of Odd 
Fellows. Interment will probably be in 
Walgut Grove cemetery.

JUDGE STONE. - 


Jan, 15—Judge Andrew 
Stone of the Lawrence Police court 
wants an increase in salary. In the 


House today your Representative A, N. 
Frost put in a petition signed ‘by sev- 
eral of the leading citizens of the city 
asking that it be increasei from $2200 
to $2750, a jump of $550. 

The leader in this movement is Law- 
yer Charles A. DeCourcy, and when the 
matter gets to the committee on public 
service Mr, DeCourcy will probably ap- 
pear as the advocate of the matter. It 
is claimed for Judge Stone that the sal- 
ary he is now receiving is not commen- 
surate with his large abilities and the 
volume of business which goes through 
the court's hands, 

Springfield is instanced as a city 
where the business is less and the sal- 
ary greater. There are several other 
cities where, according to the friends 
of Judge Stone there is less volume: of 
business and a larger salary. 

This year undoubtedly has been a 
large year for the Lawrence court, in- 
asmuch as Lowell has been ae‘‘dry” city 
and the Lawrence court records bear 
eloquent witness to that fact, and to 
the wandering disposition of thirsty 
people. It is also said that a good many 
cases come-into the court from Methu- 
en and North Andover and Andover. _ 

It is uncertain what will become -of 
this petition. For the last few years the 
Great and General court witha steel 
pointed determination has insisted that 
salaries should remain where they are 
until a general levelling and raising has 
been gone into on a systematic plan. 
But thus far no move has been made 
for such a revision of the salary list 
of the Commonwealth. Under the era of 
economy declared for by Goy. Crane in 
his inaugural, it is doubtful if many 
salaries will be raised unless the most 
convincing reasons and plenty even of 
those, are furnished for it. 

All petitions for salary increases go to 
the committee on the Public Service. 
That committee is made up in ‘both 
branches with a view tokeeping salaries 
down. Last year and the year before 
Senator Samuel W. George of Haver- 
hill was chairman of this committee. 
The committee just shut its teeth, op- 
ened its ears, and swore not to in- 
crease salaries. It heard all there was 
to be said in favor of salary increases 
and smiled blandly, ‘but nothing ever 
came of the petitions. They got back 
into the House or Senate with the dis- 
couraging legend penned upon’ them, 
“Leave to Withdraw.” 

It is true that half a dozen salaries 
have been increased in the last. few 
years, so far as the small courts are 
concerned. But there were special! rea- 
sons why they should be, or else they 
would never have -got through. Such 
cases were where the court was given 
jurisdiction over additional territory, 
or something of that kind, where the 
reasons .were’ unaswerable for, an -in- 
crease, 

It is to be said to the credit of Law- 
rence delegates that not of them is mix- 
ed up in the absurd criticism and sulk- 
ing of members who have not been en- 
tirely pleased with their committee as- 
signments. There is.no such criticism in 
the Senate, and there is very little rea- 
son for it-in the House, unless a man 
is authorized to kick, even though he 
gets a good committee, just ‘because 
tha committee does not nappen to 
be the one he wanted. There are 240 
members of the House when all the dis- 
tricts are represented, and only about 
100 to 150 of the gilt edged committee 
assignments. It follows, of course, that 
100 men or so, do not get.as good places 
as they would like. But for a man to 
make an ass of himself because he was 
not recognized as a man of unusual 
parts, seems the height of absurdity.
